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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
USP 6,213,703. 

The applicant argues that US Patent #6,213,703 to Garrido contains drawings 21 
through 27 and their respective disclosure, which represent new matter. The prior art is 
a CIP of 08/943175. The applicant's remarks are unpersuasive. The portion of the prior 
art relied upon for the rejection is Figure 2, which is common to the patent application. 

The applicant argues that Ganido does not teach or suggests presence of any payment 
means and accordingly apparatus of 1703 cannot be used a vending machine. This 
argument is unpersuasive. The title of the prior art includes the world vending machine. 
A vending machine inherently possesses this feature. 

The applicant argues that the prior art does not teach or suggests presence of a display 
for visual display of the book titles. The title of the prior art includes the world vending 
machine. A vending machine inherently possesses this feature. 
The applicant argues that Garrido provides sheet paper feeding only and that US703 
utilizes a high-speed laser printing engine. This argument is unpersuasive. The printing 
taught by the prior art is a preferred embodiment. One skilled in the art at the time would 
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have recognized that printing art recognized equivalents are obvious art recognized 
alternatives.
